On questioning him, we discovered 
that his last contribution to the afore- 
said school was made many months 
ago, although the book he carries con- 
tains subscriptions to the amount of 
nearly, if quite one hundred dollare. 
His explanation of where this money 
had gone was rather incoherent. He 
promises to forward some money to 
Mr. Abell in a few days, though he ad- 
mits being rather impecunious just at 
present. We attempted to detain him 
in order to get more facts in regard to 
his peregrinations, but he started off 
as if he were afraid of missing a ',rain. 
Readers of the Journal are well aware 
that "collectors" for this St. John 
School have made it notorious and 
• themselves disgraceful. Sometime ago 
two of these "agents" were found 
drunk in the gutter, in a town in New 
Hampshire. They had been spending 
the money which charitably disp 
people had contributed for the very 
benevolent purpose of educating the 
deaf. They were taken to jail, and 
afterwards fined. Their fine was 
promptly paid from the St. John School 
fund which they had accumulated. 
Now, this William Teed may be 
all right in every respect. He may be 
as sober as he certainly is intrusive 
in his efforts to relieve the charitably 
inclined of their spare dimes 
quarters. Hut the fact remains that 
after travelling around for several 
months, he baa no money left and has 
sent none to the school.

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Kmtoii Dbak Miiks Jot kkai, : — At 
the request of my friends in the Is 1*4, 
who are desirous of learning through 
Inane of the •Jocknai. what my 
impressions of the people and tho city 
by the Great Salt Lake are, I cheer- 
fully indite this letter. 

After leaving Denver, the journey 
ay through the Great American De- 
sert, a barren waste devoid of vegeta- 
tion except scrubby bushes and the 
only thing that redeemed the scenery 
from dreary moi o.ony was the giant 
Rocky Mountains with its rushing 
brooks, towering precipices and huge 
chasms With sneli a preface in view, 
I was not prepared for the grand 
of lovely beauty, which burst 
upon my sight after entering the 
valley of the Great. Salt Lake. Sur- 
rounded by mountains on nearly 
every side with the inland sea shining 
in tho distance, the city lay upon a 
level plain nestling at the foot of the 
hills, forming a picture which has 
never failed to excite the admiration 
of tourif.ts from every clime. The 
city is regularly laid out in squares, or 
blocks, ns they call them out West, 
with broad streets adorned by trees of 
all kinds brought in seeds from all 
countries by order of lb igham Young, 
as this is a part of the treeless plain of 
America — a wise foresight, which en 
bflOOeS both the beauty of tic 
and the comfort of the citizens; for the 
heat is sometimes oppressive here, as 
was tho case during my arrival. A

papers published in the city, it has 
several banking institutions, the. most 
famous being that of Wells, Furgo & 
Co., numerous stores and wareh 
both wholesale and retail. Its i 
factnres comprise woolen mills, pa- 
per mills, tanneries, foundries, W'mr 
ing mills, sampling, smelting and re- 
fining works, breweries and shoe. -lac 
tories. It has ten educational in 
tions, of which the University of I)e 
seret stands at the bead. The Mor- 
mons, contrary to popular belief, arc 
not niggardly in educational matters. 
The city hf»,s seven churches of differ- 
ent denominations, Episcopal, Don 
gregational, etc., and several benevo- 
lent, musical and secret societies. The 
public improvements are several 
street railways, gas-works, irri:- 
canals, warm sulphur springs, bntb 
houses, etc. It has three railroads in 
successful operation. The Great Sail 
Lake is about sixteen miles from the 
city, which is named after it. It is a 
great inland sea, whoso origin is 
buried in mystery, and the subject, of 
much learned discussion, as its .saline 
property is ten times as great in den- 
sity as that of the ocean. It 1ms no 
visible outlet, and were if not for the 
Strong process of evaporation which 
takes pht«c very rapidly in this high 
latitude, the lake would bo filled to 
overflowing by the nurne: 
from thr- mountains and springs, ft 
is a popular bathing place, excursions 
running daily in hot weather to that 
place. It has sometimes been called 
the Dead Sea of America, as no living 
thing could move and have its being 
there. One could not easily get 
drowned in the dense waters. One 
might float as lightly as a cork on its 
bosom. A bather had better look out, 
or his eyes might smart and his sto- 
mach turn sicl:, if they coin'- in eon 
tact with the salty water. I will now 
tnrn my attention to matters pertain 
ing to deaf mutes 

According to the last census, the 
nnmbc of uneducated deaf mutes in 
Utah Territory has been ascertained 
to be one hundred and eighteen, and 
in view of this fact, the Legislative 
ap pr op r i ated a sum of money for the 
education of deaf mutes, the same to 
be under the control of the Hoard of 
iIh of the University of Deservt 

of which Hon. George Q. Oannoo is 
Chancellor. The school is yet, in its 
infancy, and the ptrpils are slowly 
gathering together, but. before long, 

it will be fully organized with addl 
tional o fficer s and teachers. A 
lar will soon be sent to parents or 
guardians of deafrnut.es in 
county, calling their attention to the 
school, and by this means it 
lieved a large increase of pupils will 
resu't. One of the pupils wa 
eated at Colorado Springs, but Pie 
others are big, grown up, anedo 
men and women, some over twenty 
years of nge, with hands hardened by 
constant toil, and minds more or less 
brightly smouldering beneath tho 
years of ignorance and stolid indifTer 
ence to which they had been 
tomed.
